GUSTATORIAL DELIGHTS 

Across the street stands the 
venerable Red Lion Diner. Painted 
fire-engine red, this town 
monument has been an inspiration 
to late-night snackers and artists 
alike. To dine at the Red Lion is to 
understand its hold on the 
imagination and its grip on the 
stomach. Open 24 hours, the diner 
boasts a clientele far more exotic 
than its menu. 


WRITING ON THE WALL? 

In Peking, the Chinese paste up 
wall posters. In Northampton, 
people spash messages across 
the railroad bridge that divides 
Main Street from, appropriately, 
Bridge Street. 

Several months ago, one person 
declared in lurid dripping letters, 
“Nukes equal cancer!" A few days 
later the rebuttal appeared, in- 
sisting, “Nukes equal sex!” This 
impromptu, public debate was 
terminated when another person 
sprayed, “Paint this bridge, Mayor 
Chapman.” The mayor did and was 
voted out of office a week later. 
Graffitti once again flourishes on

King Street remains the cultural 
and commercial center of working- 
class Northampton. Its multitude 


of shopping plazas, fast-food 
restaurants, and automobile 
showrooms can be found in any 
community in the United States, 
except Amherst. (Amherst Is a 
suburb of Northampton and is not 
within the scope of this article 
since ‘Working Class’’ and 
“Amherst” are contradictions in 
terms.) 

One memorable moment in the 
history of free enterprise came 
when hamburg neighbors Mc- 
Donald's and Wendy's installed 
drive-in windows within a week of 
each other. 


FUN AT NIGHT 

Exciting nightlife and Rahar's 
are synonomous in Northampton. 
A depressingly well-preserved 
Victorian structure, Rahar's 
shakes each night with live music 
and flushing toilets. 

For those who desire a 
nonalcoholic night out, Rahar's 
still offers a few laughs. From a 
safe distance away, one can watch 
drunken revelers attempting to 
negotiate the deadly steep 
stairway descending from Rahar’s 
to Old South Street. 


ART FOR THE PEOPLE 

Some of the fine examples of 
public art in Northampton include 
the mind-bending tile facade of the 
Ann August building. Experts 
characterize the garish mural as 
neo-Disneyland schlock. 

Nick's all-night restaurant on 
Pleasant. Street offers splendid 
classical reproductions as well as 
delicious Greek meals. 

Perhaps the most mysterious of 
Northampton landmarks is the 
lumpy stone monolith that stands 
on an incline overlooking Route 66 
and the State Hospital. Is 
message from another race, a 
fool’s idea of art, 
monument, a doorway to another, 
better world? To paraphrase the 
bard: “Who cares?”
